New Yorker Who Beat Negr 
Educator Quickly Acquitted, 


Ulrich on Stand Said That He 
Caught Washington Peep- 
ing Through Keyhole and 
Woman Swore Booker Said 


“Hello, Sweetheart.” 


New York, November 6.—Booker T. 
Washington, the negro educator, fail- 
ed to obtain satisfaction at law today 
for the beating he received at the 
hands of Henry A. Ulrich, a white 
man, Sunday evening, March 19, last. 
Ulrich was acquitted in the court of 
special sessions this afternoon of the 
charge of assault which Dr. Washing- 
ton had preferreg against him. 

After the fight, which started in the 
vestibule of an apartment house where 
Ulrich lived at 11% East Sixty-third 
street, Washington was laid up at the 
hospital for several days with his 
right ear torn, his scalp cut and his 
face badly brufsed. 

Provocation which the defense at- 
tempted to show today were based 
mainly upon the testimony of Ulrich, 
who declared he found Washington 
peeping into the keyhole of his apart- 
ment and also the one opposite, and 
that Washington atruck the first blow. 
“Hello, Sweetheart,” Laid to Booker. 

Mrs. Laura Alvarez, with whom UI- 
rich boarded, swore that when she 
passed Washington he said to her: 

“Hello, sweetheart.” 

Washington’s story on the stand to- 
day was the same explanation ' he 
offered at the time of the altercation. 
He swore that he was not peeping into 
any kevyholes; that he was only search- 
ing the tenant's directory in an effort 
to find a family with which he under- 
stoog a friend was stopping and denied 
positively that he had spoken to Mrs. 
Alvarez or any other woman. 

The acquittal of “Ulrich was not 
unanimous, Justice O'Keefe dissenting 
from the opinion of Justices Moss and 
Zeller. After Ulrich left tne court he 
was arrested again, charged with be- 
ing a fugitive from New Jersey, where 
an indictment has been found charg- 
ing him with deserting his wife, who 
lives in Orange.

DEATH OF BRIDE 
LAID TU CHILDERS 


Young Musband Indicted by 
lee County Grand Jury 


Expected That Case Against 
Robert Kennedy Will Be 
Nol Prossed—tTrial of Chil-

Leesburg, Ga., November 6.—Charged 
with causing the death of his’ wife, 
Etta Richardson Childers, by placing 
poison in a bottle of medicine she was 
using, Maud S, Childers was indicted 
by the grand-jury this afternoon. His 
trial probably wil be staarted on \. ed- 
nesday. 

The case of Robert Kennedy, a former 
sweetheart of the dead woman, and 
also charged with the crime, probably 
will be taken up by the grand jury to- 
morrow, although it is generally be- 
lieved the caSe against Kennedy will be 
nol prossed. i 

‘The evidence presented” against 
Childers before the grand jury was 
practically the same as given at his 
commitment trial in September. 

Mrs. Childers died on <August 135, 
shortly after taking a dose of medicine 
from a bottle which she Kept on a side- 
board in the dining room of her apart- 
ment at the Kennedy home at Smith- 
ville. near here. It was testified that 
Childers, before leaving home that 
morning, had cautioned his wife to be 
Sure to take her medicine. It also was 
shown that after the arrest of Kenne- 
dy in connection with the affair, 
Childers had left tne community . 

The testimony of experts as to the 
amount of arsenic found in the medi- 
cine left tm the bottle and in the wom- 
an’s stomach, which was not produced 
at the commitment trials, is expected 
to figure in the trial of Childers.

YOUTH WAY FREE 
JESSE. RAWLING 


Governor Smith Carefully In- 
vestigating His Case 


Governor Takes Position, It Is 
Stated, That When Crime 
Was Committed the Boy, if 


Guilty, Was Only an Irre- 
sponsible Tool. 


Extreme youth may play an import- 
ant part in securing a pardon from 
Governor Smith for Jesse Rawlins, 
convicted with his father, Joseph G. 
Rawlins, and his two brothers, Leonard 
and Milton Rawlins, of the murder of 
the Carter children, near Valdosta, on 
June 16, 1906. 

For the murder of the Carter chil- 
dren old man Rawlins was hanged, and 
his three sons were given life sentences 
in the penitentiary. Repeated efforts 
to secure a pardon for the three boys 
have failed, both before the prison 
commission and before the governor, 
to whose attention the cases have been 
called. ~ 

But now it seems that Jesse Rawlins 
has a chance. The change hangs by a 
slim thread, it may be, but neverthe- 
less it is a chance. Governor Smith 
believes that Jessé Rawlins’ case is 
worth investigating, and thereby hangs 
the younger Rawlin’s chance. 

For several days Governor Smith has 
had the case of Jesse Rawlins on his 
mind. He took it up because of the ex- 
treme youth of the boy when the crime 
was alleged to have been committed. At 
that time Jesse Rawlins was only 15 
years old. The governor takes the po- 
sition, it is stated, that Jesse, even if 
he were a party to the crime, was too 
young to know the fearful effect of 
the crime he was committing, and that 
he. was an irresponsible tool in the 
hands of older and more designing 
heads. 

Since the governor has had the case 
under consideration most favorable re- 
ports have been received from the au- 
thorities of DeKalb county, where the 
boy is now at work on the county 
roads. If no unfavorable reports 
reports are received, it is very 
probahle that Jesse Rawlins will be a 
free man by a scratch of the governor's 
pen before the governor quits the of- 
fice on November 15.

Are In- 
troduced in Council 


All Citizens May Be Heard.

New ordinances and resolutions 
which will make important changes in 
the road laws of Atlanta were intro- 
duced in council yeserday afternoon 
and sent to a special committee in or- 
der that a public meeting might be 
held and all the citizens be given an 
opportunity to express their opinion of 
the proposed restrictions. 

This meeting has been scheduled for 
next Tuesday afternoon, November 14; 
and all those interested are invited to 
attend. 

If a new ordinance introduced Mon- 
day goes into effect no auto nor other 
vehicle will be allowed to pass a 
street car which has stopped to take 
on or let off. passengers; no person 
will be allowed to cross the street 
either in front of or behind a street 
car to the opposite side of the street; 
no person will be alloweqdg to cross.a 
street between crossings and no per- 
son will be allowed to cross at cross- 
ings diagonally. 

An ordimance prohibiting the park- 
ing of auto cars on certain. streets, 
which had been favorably reported by 
the ordinance committee, was sent to 
the special committee with all other 
papers on the same subject. That or- 
dinance prohibits the parking of autos 
on the following streets: Peachtree to 
Porter Place, South Broad from Mari- 
etta to Alabama, North Broad from 
Marietta to Peachtree, Pryor from 
Peachtree to Mitchell, Decatur from 
Peachtree to Butler and Edgewood 
avenue from Peachtree to Pryor.

BROOKHAVEN CLUB 
WILL OPEN THIS MONTH 


The formal opening of the Brook- 
haven Country Club will take place the 
latter part of this month. The opening 
of this club marks a new epoch in the 
development of the love of out-of-doors 
among Atlantans, 

The installation of the electric light- 
ing facilities in the club house and the 
laying of the spur track from the end 
of the Buckhead car line to the club 
house is all that remains to be done. 
In two weeks’ time this will probably 
be completed. 

Cleb Has Cost $100,000. 

The exact date of the opening will be 
announced later. 

Over $100,000 has been spent to con- 
vert a beautiful woodland acreage into 
a well-arranged club, with a lake, golf 
links, tennis courts and a commodious 
club house, and the Brookhaven Coun- 


One oi the most significant and certainly one of the soundest 
propositions, from an economic standpoint—advanced by the recent 
cotton conference of southern governors, was a recommendation to 
the effect that the various state governments of the south lend) 
their encouragement to the establishment of state-bonded cotton 
warehouses. ‘lhe plan largely parallels that already authorized by 
constitutional amendment in Louisiana. The people of the latter 
commonwealth voted to allow private parties to erect a gigantic 
mode] warehousing plant, equipped with the latest modern appli- 
ances and fire safeguards, subject to regular and rigid state inspec- 
tion, so that the receipt for the cotton stored therein should have 
ali the validity in the world’s money markets of a state-stamped 
paper. ; ee 

It will be noticed that this plan does not contemplate that 
any extra expense shall be put upon the tax-payers. The ware- 
houses are to be erected and maintained by private enterprise and 
hxed charges. 

There is no reason why the same plan, or some modification 
of it, should not prevail in every state in the common belt. One 
of the chief menaces to a stable price for cotton is the fact that 
it is, as a rule, dumped on the market within three or four months 
of its being harvested. The facilities for holding it are extremely | 
limited, and only within recent years have they been generally | 
placed at the disposal of farmers. 

A cotton warehouse operating under the authority of a sov- 
ereign state would mean the extension of the selling period over 
the vear, instead of over a period of one-quarter of the year. It 
would mean that the farmer depositing his cotton therein, provided 
it came up to specifications, could negotiate loans on the receipt 
therefor and discharging his immediate obligations, hold his cotton 
until the market responded to the legitimate influences of supply 
and demand. 

This system, in conjunction with a reasonable method of fore- 
casting the world’s probable consumption, would come as near 
hedging the south against loss on the staple as is open to human 
devices. Erraticism in the market would be reduced to a mini- 
mum and the millions now annually sacrificed would go where 
they belong—to the farmer, and through him, into every southern 
business channel. 

If any other section possessed the royal asset of the cotton 
crop it would have long ago adopted some such procedure. | So 
long as the south fails to do so, it is depriving itself of a source 
of just revenue and giving it as so much velvet to other factors in 
the commercial world.

—Dr. William Bradford, 
district agent of Boys’ 
Clubs, will carry a bunch of from 
forty to fifty of the corn club boys 
off this district to the big corn show 
which will be helq in Atlanta next 


month. 

The corn clubs of this district have 
been unusually successful this year, 
largely through Dr. Bradford's interest 
in the work. In talking today of the 
record mage by the boys during the 
past summer, Dr. Bradford said: 


“an examination ang comparison of 
the results of the rivalry among the 
members of the Boys’ Corn Clubs in 
Polk county in growing an acre of 
corn each shows some very interest- 
ing facts, aside from their very- un- 
usual yield. 

“These boys were all sons ot small 
farmers, not more than three or four 
of them being sons of men whose cot- 
ton crops would amount to twenty 
bales. They had no unusual advant- 
ages in either soil or implements. 
What they have done any other boy 
or man.can do if he will only take 
himself by the ears and lift himself 
out of the deep, well-worn groove that 
he and his forbears have been circiing 
around in, like a cat after its tail, for 
a century or so. The thing won't do 
itself, but is easy enough done by any 
man or boy of ordinary intelligence 
and energy. 

“The highest 
of the Polk 
bushels; the lowest 1 
highest cost per bushel] was 7% cents 
and it was the. 30-bushel crop that 
eost it. (An unusual disaster overtook 
this boy’s crop, however.)

“There is being sold in Georgia a va- 
riety of orange known as the ‘Ham- 
mock,’ which has a green peel, but 
the orange is mature and from the 
best information we have been able to 
obtain is in no way deleterious.” Con- 
tinuing, he says that the local pure 
foog authorities have been unable to 
find any green or Immature oranges on 
the market. 
State Given Tip October 9. 


The first intimation the department 
had that shipments of green oranges 
into this state were contemplated came 
from the Florida Citrus Exchange at 
Tampa. That organization yesterday 
acknowledged the forestalling work 
done by the department in a telegram 
which congratulated the department 
for its efforts in investigating the 
r@port, and declared that as a result

The bear speculator seems to have | 
Caught us napping this time and ing 
feasting on our ‘downfall. We suffer- 
ed ourselves misled by increasing our 
acreage in cotton this year. We were 
told at the beginning of this year 
that a 14%~-million crop of cotton 
would Lring 12 to 13 cents per pound 
and we believed it. But when Mr. 
Speculator saw a fair crop. being, 
made, he jumped on it with both feet | 
and put the price down to 9 cents 
and is not satisfied yet. Some of them! 
are clamoring for still lower prices 
and are saying that it will go as low 
as 8 cents. This crowd of speculators | 
helped us the last two- years, which 
proves that they had as soon make 
money “bulling’”’ a cotton crop as to, 
make money by “bearing’’ it, and you 
may rest assured that they are on to| 
their job. They have been selling this, 
crop of cotton ever since the first 
stalk come out of “re ground, and 
have exercised good judgment. They, 
are on top of the mountain and can, 
see a big crop before we can, they can! 
alse see a small crop before we do. 
Those same fellows made us money in: 
1909 and 1910 by seeing our short 
crop first and putting the price up. 
Another thing the speculators will do, 
is to exaggerate in estimating a cot-. 
ton crop. They will under estimate a 
small crop and over estimate a big 
crop. Last fall they would send out 
estimates of the crop of 1910 anywhere 
from 10 to 1i million bales, when the- 
crop was about 12 million. This fall 
they are estimating our crop of 1911 
from 14 to 16 million, so you see they 
make their bearish or bullish estimate 
according to the side of the market 
they are on. 

Now, what is the sensible thing to 
do? Don’t it look like we would be 
the Liggest set of fools that ever liv- 
ed, if we did not change our methods? 

We must reduce our cotton acreage 
for 1912 at least 20 per cent, hold ev- 
ery bale of this crop off the market, 
that we can, until August or Septem- 
ber, 1912. I believe the south can nold 
at least 1,000,000 bales until Septem- 
ber, 1912, and I feel sure that it will 
be a good investment to the people | 
who do it. 

Now, the way to hold cotton, is to 
put it under a good shelter and not 
leave it out in the rain to damage. If 
we don’t put the cotton, that we hold, 
under a good shelter, we had better 
sell it now, as the damage On it, fronr 
lying out all the winter will amount 
to more than the increase in price. 

All we have got to do to stop this 
bearish movement on our crop of cot- 
ton, is to follow strictly the policy as 
laid down by our leaders. Be honest 
with ourselves and honest with one. 
another. Not agree to a reduction in' 
acreage and go next spring and in- 
crease it, as some of the bear specu- 
lators say we will do. So you see it 
is up to us, whether we prosper in the 
soutbland or whether we sell out to 
the speculator by raising big crops of 
cetton. Don't it look: like bad busi- 
ness to sell three bales of cotton for 
the price of two? That is what we 
are doing this time. We have ferti- 
lized and worked thirty acres and are 
receiving pay for twenty acres. Where 
is the farmer who is willing to give 
away one-third of his labor? And yet| 
that is what we have done this year. , 
And we have actually bought guano}! 
to put under Mr. Speculator’s one-: 
third for that is about the rent we 
are paying him this time. Suppose we, 
had put the three million acres, that 
we added to this year’s cotton crop, 
in corn. What would have been our) 
condition? We would have corn enough 
to make another crop on, without buy-| 
ing at a high price and would have, 
gctten more money for a_ 12,000,000 
bale cotton crop than we are going to 
get for a 13,500,000 or 14,000,000 bale

Promoters Announce 
haustible Find of: Potash, 


son Says the Result of His 
Investigation Is That Re- 
ports Are True—Will Mean 
Lower Fertilizers. 


Discovery of what the promoters | 


say, and the United States Agricultu- 
ral Department believes, is an unlim- 
ited supply of potash in the mountain 
district near Hollowfield, Md., promises 
to save the farmers of Georgia and 
of the south millions of dollars each 
year in fertilizers. | 

Potash is one of the main ingreda'- 
ents .of commercial fertilizers, which 
is now being used g0 lfberally in 
southern agriculture. The discovery 
of the mineral near at home, if true, 
will probably mean a tremendous re- 
duction in the price of this farming 
necessity. 

Heretofore the potash market has 
been practically controlled by Germa- 
ny, with the sparse beds in this coun- 
try and in South America, potash 
salts has been found only in Germany. 
The Teutonic Empire, recognizing its 
monopoly, has put alm93st prohibitive 
prices on the mineral and the Ameri- 
can manufacturers of fertilizers, and 
the farmer consumers of fertilizers, 
have had to “pay the fiddler.” 

No Effect on Old Cog ‘-racts. 

Owing to this fact, trade relations 
with Germany have been strained for 
some time but it is believed that the 
Maryland discovery will enable the 
United States to allow Germany to do 
as she will with her mineral, 

Of course the discoveries of potash 
mines in Maryland, will: not affect 
the independent fertilizer mer of 
America who have made contracts 
running for the next six years with 
the Solstedt mines of Germany. The 
discovery comes too. late for them. 
If the German penalty tax for over- 
production is imposed on the exports 
of these mines—and heretofore all 
negotiations looking to a settlement 
have failed—it will mean a tremen- 
dous annual loss to these fertilizer in. 
terests., 

The discovery of potash in Maryland 
is of such vast importance to the fer- 
tilizer interests, that it is like some 
other things, it ig feared the news is 
“too good to be true.” 

What Secretary Wilson Says. 

Secretary Wilson, of the department 
of agriculture, has investigated the 
claims of the promoters of the field, 
who have already organized a $10,000,- 
000 operating company. He declares 
that he is sure that the field wiil 
furnish an uzlimited source of sup- 
Ply for all the potash this country 
can consume, Mr, Wilson says: 

“I cannot make public at this time 
the source of our discovered supply 
because I have made a special report 
on the matter to the president. This 
report will form part of the presi- 
dent’s next message to congress, 

“The reported find of big potash de- 
posits near Hollowfield, Md., will, if 
the mines are productive of large 
quantities, be invaluable not only: to 
the syndicate that owns the property, 
but to the farming interests of the 
country. The department finds will in 
no wey. dépreciate the value of the 
Hollowfield finds.”’ 

The discovery was made after care- 
ful and. secret research by a special 
feclogical survey, and the estimated 
cutput is 50,000 tors annually. 

This, the experts say, is more than 
ample to supply the United States 
and will permit of an export trade. 

The development of the property 
will begin in about thirty days and 
the plants will be vigorously pushed 
to completion. 

The syn ticate owning the Hollowfield 
deposits will purchase ficlds of phos-

Rioting in British Columbia Be- 
cause of the Importa- 


tion of Blacks. 


November 6.—Con- 
ferences between mine operators and 
miners in session all last week at 
Frank, Alberta, adjourned today be- 
cause of the threatening attitude of 
mine workers, who object to the im- 
portation of negroes from the United 
States.

$20,000 STOLEN 
FROM MAIL CAR 


Valuable Pouch Disappears 
Between Raleigh and 
New York City. 
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BRITONS LAUGH 
AT CHAMP CLARK 


Speaker’s Remarks About the 
Annexation of Canada Con- 
sidered Humorous. 


Greensboro, N. C., November 6.—That 
a United States mail pouch routed 
from Raleigh to New York and con- 
taining $20,000 disappeared two weeks 
Similar to a re- 
reported $20,000 theft of a 
pounch at Lynchburg, Va., became 
known here today, though “beyond ad- 
mitting the loss of the valuable pack- 
age officials refuse to discuss the mat- 
ter. 

It is declared unofficially that the 
Raleigh pouch disappeared after being 
receipted for by a mail clerk on a 
northbound train passing here and 
that the clerk in whose custody it was 
last ’' placed has been suspended 
from the service pending an investiga- 
tion. 

The pouch was handled by the local 
postoffice and later transferred to the 
pail clerk now under suspension. It 
is said he remembered seeing and 
checking it on a through check under 
the train shed here but that he did 
not detect its loss until he reached 
the end of his run and found himself 
unable to tally witn his entry book. 
The name of this clerk is withheld by 
officials, though it is saiq his suBpen- 
sion is on the grounds of carelessness. 

Postoffice inspectors admit that 
they are working on the case though 
they declare they are without a tan- 
gible clue. 

They were very reticent in discus- 
sing the matter and appeared annoyed 
that the fact of the loss had become 
public. The impression prevails that 
the disappearance of this as well as 
the pouch reported lost from Lynch- 
burg can be accounted for by the same 
person or parties.

DEMONSTRATION 
ON PINE BEETLES 


E. B. Mason to Visit This Sec- 
tion to Conduct Experi- 
ments Against Pests. 


A. D. Hopkins, in charge of the For- 
est Insect Investigations department 
of the United States Bureau of Ento- 
mology of Washington, has received 
mariy inquiries from this section of 
the south about the destructive work 
of the southern pine beetle, and he has 
concluded to send Inspector E. B. Ma- 
son to Atlanta at an early date for 
the purpose of demonstrating how the 
beetles kill the trees; how to locate 
the trees infested by broods of insects, 
and how to dispose of a_ sufficient 
amount of infestation within the com- 
munity effected to stop the depreda- 
tion of the beetle. Mr. Mason, who is 
a noted inspector along the line of ths 
work, has made a special study of the 
pine beetle and the result of his dem- 
onstrations has been exceedingly ben- 
eficial wherever he has gone. He is 
now in charge of the special station 
established for this purpose at Spar- 
tanburg, S, C. 

The date of Inspector Mason’s visit 
to Atlanta has not vet been announc- 
ed, but Director Hopkins states that 
he will visit the city at an early date, 
which will be announced later, and 
will take up personally with any prop- 
erty owner whose pines are suffering 
trom the destructive work of the bee- 
tle, the matter of the remedy. 

In the meantime, Director Hopkins 
invites inquiry by mail from the own- 
ers of all infested pine lands with the 
view of supplying such inquirers at 
once with special bulletins of the bu- 
reau. Such bulletins will be furnished 
without charge upon application to A, 
D. Hopkins, Forest Insect Investiga- 
tion Department, Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy, Washington, D. C.,
